Game  Called  for  1 : 30  in 
Ogden  Stadium;  Sod- 
acks  Expected  to  be 
Tough.

On  the  eve  of  the  South  Dakota 
university  game  to  be  played  in  the 
Ogden  Municipal  stadium  tomorrow 
afternoon  at  1 :30  o'clock,  Coach  Ott 
Romney  said  he  felt  much  encouraged 
over  the  mental  outlook  of  his  players. 

“Evidently  still  jubilant  over  their 
victory  over  the  Farmers  last  week, 
the  Cougars  snapped  into  the  work- 
out Tuesday  in  dynamic  fashion,’’  he 
said. 

“I  look  for  a very  tough  football 
game  with  South  Dakota.  All  reports 
I have  received  indicate  we  shall  face 
a big  powerful  line  in  front  of  a fast 
set  of  backs.  We'll  need  everything 
we  have  to  beat  them — I’m  satisfied 
of  that”. 

Facing  such  great  weight  odds  the 
Cougar  tutor  plans  to  use  about  every 
available  player  on  the  squad.  This 
means  that  the  quartet  of  backs  which 
started  against  the  Aggies  last  week — 
Frank  LaComb,  Weldon  Matthews, 
Grant  Hutchinson  and  Hunt  Sanford 
— will  be  used  while  they  are  good, 
but  the  minute  they  tire  under  the  on- 
slaught of  the  visiting  juggernauts, 
Glen  Wilkinson,  who  was  out  of  the 
Aggie  game,  Floyd  Biddulph,  Floyd 
Millet  and  Kay  Hart  will  get  plenty 
of  action. 

Hopes  that  Bertotti  and  Wilson 
would  be  available  for  the  Turkey 
Day  game  have  faded,  but  every  other 
player  will  be  in  excellent  shape  for 
the  fracas. 

The  Coyotes  from  South  Dakota 
have  had  their  internal  troubles  to 
handicap  their  gridiron  work  this 
year,  but  they  have  flashed  a danger- 
ous offense  which  may  prove  trouble- 
some to  the  Cougars. 

Brigham  Young  university  ought  to 
win  the  game  at  Ogden  if  they  play

And  the  manner 
in  which  fans  literally  swarmed 
through  the  gates,  filling  the 
stadium  to  overflowing,  wanned 
the  hearts  of  those  who,  only  a 
few  days  before,  had  seriously 
considered  taking  the  game  away 
from  Provo. 

Could  such  support  be  muster- 
ed for  even  more  major  games  in 
Provo?  If  so  it  would  not  be 
much  of  a financial  blunder  to 
bring  the  champion  Utes  to 
Provo  about  the  first  chance  we 
get.  Nothing  would  please  the 
gridders  themselves  more  than  to 
get  a crack  at  the  Utes  in  the 
Cougar  stadium  and  it  might  be 
just  the  tonic  they  have  been 
lacking  since  financial  interests 
transferred  the  game  to  Salt 
Lake  City  indefinitely.

gates from  the  various  schools  being 
apportioned  according  to  the  various 
national  memberships  in  the  League. 
Even  Russia  and  the  U.  S.  were  per- 
mitted to  sit  in  the  Conference,  not- 
withstanding their  not  being  bona- 
fide  League  members. 

Ellis  McAllister  reports  that  during 
the  Conference,  Miss  Amy  Heming- 
way Jones,  executive-secretary  of  In 
ternational  Relations  Clubs,  approach- 
ed the  Y delegation  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  an  effort  be  made  to  en- 
tertain a like  conference  at  Provo  in 
1933,  since  it  will  be  Utah’s  turn  to 
act  as  host  to  the  regional  clubs  in 
that  year.

The  final  Y score 
came  late  in  the  game  when  Robison 
took  an  Aggie  pass  on  the  Aggie  30 
yard  line  and  dashed  to  the  one  yard 
line,  where  Millet  smashed  across.  All 
of  the  attempted  Cougar  placekicks 
were  unsuccessful. 

Aggies^Score 

The  lone  Aggie  score  came  early  in 
the  fourth  period,  when  Tolman 
scored  from  the  five  yard  line  after  a 
sustained  drive  from  midfield. 

A summary  shows  how  evenly  the 
two  teams  fought.  The  Cougars 
gained  186  yards  from  scrimmage  and 
49  yards  from  passes,  for  a total  of 
23S  yards,  while  the  Aggies  gained  a 
total  of  231  yards,  143  from  scrim- 
mage and  88  from  passes.  The  Y 
made  five  first  downs  from  scrim- 
mage and  two  passes;  the  Farmers 
four  from  scrimmage  and  six  from 
passes. 

The  Aggies  attempted  17  passes, 
and  completed  six,  four  being  inter- 
cepted. Of  nine  Cougar  passes  at- 
tempted, three  were  completed  and 
two  were  intercepted.

A stout  heart  and  great  driving  fin- 
ish put  the  annual  cross-country  run 
in  the  bag  for  LaMar  Taylor,  Y track 
flash,  last  Saturday  at  the  stadium,  in 
the  record  time  of  13:28,  as  a special 
feature  included  in  a varied  program 
between  halves  of  the  Brigham 
Young-Utah  Aggie  gridiron  tilt.

Great  Array  of  S^s 
It  is  the  greatest  array  of  athletes 
ever  to  graduate  from  the  Young  uni- 
versity at  one  time,  termed  so  by 
Coach  Ott  Romney,  himself.  The 
only  redeeming  grace  is  the  fact  that 
practically  all  of  the  remaining  stars 
are  playing  their  first  year  of  varsity 
competition.
